One of Physicians Is Robert} 
Lentine, Sentenced for Part 
in Diploma Mill. 


Dr. Robert Lentine, 1902 O’Fal- 
Jon street, who pleaded guilty at 
Chicage in March of participation 
in a “diploma mili” and served @ 
two-moath sentence for conspiracy, 
was one of two physicians whose 
licenses to practice medicine in 
Missouri were revoked yesterday 
by the Missouri State Board of 
Health meeting at Hotel Jefferson. 

The other physfciarl was Dr. W. 
Rm. Harmon, Springfield, who was 
found guilty of unprofessional con- 
duct in performing an illegal op- 
eration. 

Dr. Bibert Baker, Madison, was 
placed on probation. | 

Dr. Lentine’s defense was the 
same as that which he had used in 
asking for mitigated punishment 
from the Illinois Judge who sen- 
tenced him, that he had acted for 
the operaters of the fraudulent 
license ring only in the capacity of 
messenger and that his only reward 
for his services was to have been 
“influence” to allow him to take 
the examination of the Illinois 
State Board of Health. 

Hie admitted knowing that the 
method by which the licenses were | 
to be obtained was not the regular | 
method, but Mfsisted he had done | 
no wrong in delivering money in | 
the case of sit candidates from | 
one ef the principals in the ring | 
to another. His Missouri license 
was issued in 1828 on &n order of 
the Circuit Court in Cole County, 
after a mandamus suit was filed 
against the State Board of Health, 
which had previously refused him 
a license on an examination he 
took in 19828.

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—The 


assertion. that communistic organ- 
izations had been formed in the 
United States to overthrow the 
Gevernment was made today hbe- 
fore the House committee. investi- 
gating communistic activities by 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

At the same time Green placed 
his organization on record as “un- 
ccompromisingly opposed to com- 
munism and to the communistic 


philosophy.” 

The communists have felt, Green 
said, that to bring about world rev- 
olution and the destruction of the 


{American Government, they would 


have to overthrow and control ihe 
Federation of Labor. He added 
there never would be a compronise 
with the communists. 

Green testified there had been 
‘organized in this country the 
Workers (Communist) Party of 
America, the Trade Union Unity 
League, the Pioneer Youth Move- 
ment and the American Negro La- 
bor Congress. He said they were 
directed from Moscow. 

As the hearing began, Chairman 
Fish said he thought the Federa- 
tion. of Labor was entitled to the 
gratitude of the people for com- 


‘bating communistic propaganda. 


Interference in American do- 
mestic affairs by communist lead- 
ers In Moscow was detailed yester- 
day before the committee by Rob- 
ert F. Kelly, chief of Eastern Eu- 
ropean 
partment. 

Behind closed doors, Kelly said, 
“this interference in American do- 
mestic affairs is carried out pri- 
marily through .the Communist In- 
ternationale and its affiliated or- 
ganizations, the basic policies of 
which, just as those of the Soviet 
Government, are determined by the 
Russian cOmmunist leaders.” 
“Stalin, himself, has taken a very 
active part in the settlement of the 
factional strife in the American 
communist party,” he said. 
Representative Fish said Kelly 
disclosed that “the communist 
candidates for President and Vice 
President, Foster and Gitlow, were 
summoned to Moscow after the 
election of 1928 to give a report on 
the factional dispute in the com- 
munist party.” 

Assistant Attorney-General Oscar 
R. Luhring and Oliver E. Pagan, 
Special Assistant Attorney-General 
and indictment expert of the Jus- 
tice Department, were other wit- 
nesses at the closed session. 

Luhring discussed the difficulties 
in applying existing ‘aws to com- 
munists and Pagan the laws relat- 
ing to conspiracies against the Gov-

Dr. Julio Prestes Repays Call 
of Year Ago—Heartily Re- 
ceived in Washington. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Dr. 
Julio Prestes, President-elect of 
Brazil, today returned the good will 
visit which President Hoover made 
to Brazil while he wag President- 
elect. 

Accompanied by Francis P. 
White, Assistant Secretary of State, 
and the military and naval aids of 
the White House, the Brazilian 
President-elect was received by Mr. 
Hoover in the historic blue room. 

After an informal chat of about 
10 minutes, the two posed on the 
front porch of the White House 
for photographers. With them 
were Secretary of State Stimson, 
Ambassador do Amaral of Brazit, 
the military and naval aids and of- 
ficials of the Brazilian Embassy. 

The belated arrival last night of 
the visitor, caused by a heavy fog 
in New York harbor, did not de- 
tract from the ceremony of wel- 
come. State officials waited sev- 
eral hours to receive the third 
Latin-American President-elect to 
visit Washington during the past 
six months. 

Becretary of State Stimson, 
Francis White, Assistant Secretary 
of Btate: Dr. Leo 8. Rowe, Direc- 
tor-General of the Pan-American 
Union, presidential military and 
naval aids and other officials wel- 
comed Dr. Prestes at the station, 
where he was saluted by marines, 
cavalry and artillery. 

After brief greetings, the Brazil- 
ian President-elect went directly to 
a private residence placed at his 
disposa] by the United States Gev- 
ernment during his four-day visit. 
There he was greeted by the navy 
band with the Brazilian national 
anthem.

One that seems 
to hare more to it than usually is 
the case is that Max is going to 
carry the battle straight to Shar- 
key.

“Nothing revolutionary,” answered 
Douglas. “It only appears revolu- 
tionary because it is obvious enough 
to have been overlooked by those 
in search of the unusual. Listen- 
stein contends that the only vital 
force that can be i  transiated 
through a combination of sound 
and movement is rhythm. There- 
fore, he uses varying rhythms to 
get his effects; drama, comedy, 
tragedy all 
rhythm. So far nobody except 
Eisenstein has taken advantage of 
this, and he only partially. Just as 
Griffith showed us the essence of 
the silent picture technique in 
“Birth of a Nation,” someone is g0- 
ing to create a standard of talking 
picture method. It has not come 
yet and when it does arrive, it will 
be shaped either consciously or 
unconsciously by rhythm.” 

Fairbanks has a way of injecting 
his personality into his speeches to 
such an extent that one does not 
analyse closely at the moment. His 
enthusiasm is more impressive than 
mere logic.

He made one picture a 
year back in the days when other 
producers said that any star would 
be forgotten if he remained off the 


screen more than three months.

Each tries to outdo the other and 
finally the point is reached where 
there is not much that could be 
done to improve them. The result 
is that the- possibilities of musical 
comedies are exhausted, but noth- 
ing is accomplished toward the 
betterment of production as #@ 
whole. No experimental work is 
undertaken in a larger sense. Pro- 
ducers simply elaborate and over- 
develop one line of work. 

“We must be willing to try new 
ideas,” said Fairbanks. “This 
talking picture is an entirely new 
thing so that we have no precedent 
to guide us, and therefore we can 
realize its possibilities only by ex- 
periment. We must be willing not 
merely to listen to new ideas but 
to welcome them.
